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PREFACE. 


The  coinciilcnce  that  this  year  1S90  brings  the  anniversary  of  the 
fo;  nding  ri"  Trinity  Church,  Montrf;ai,,  50  years  ago,  and  also 
the  anniversary  of  the  opening  of  the  present  church  on  St.  Denis 
Street,  25  years  Jigo,  has  suggested  the  preparation  of  the  following 
brief  history.  As  all  the  earliest  official  records  of  the  church  are 
not  in  existence,  the  information  has  been  gathered  from  various 
sources,  and  the  compiler,  at  the  outset,  desires  to  thank  several 
friends  who  have  favored  him  with  facts  and  remembrances  on  the 
subject. 

Thanks  are  due  to  Coroner  Jones  and  Mr.  Charles  (irant  for  their 
kindness  in  lending  portrait,  of  Mr.  Wi!loughl,-y  and  illustrations 
of  the  old  church  on  St.  Paul  Street. 

The  writing  of  these  annuls  has  been  undertaken  as  a  labor  of 
love,  and  they  are  now  publ'shi.d  in  the  belief  that  they  will  meet 
with  a  cordial  welcome,  not  only  from  the  parishioners,  frietuls, 
and  well-wishers  of  Trinity  Church,  who  are  not  few  in  number, 
but  also  from  many  others  who  are  interested  in  a  ptiblic-spiited 
way  in  all  the  jiast  history  and  future  prospects  of  our  important 
and  fast -growing  city.

It  is  a  noteworthy  fact  that  the  present  year  brings  with, 
it  the  jubilee  or  fiftieth  anniversarx-  of  the  foundation  of 
the  congregation  of  Trinit\-  Church,  and  also  the  twenty- 
fifth  of  the  opening  of  the  beautiful  edifice  in  which  the 
congregation  now  \vorships,  and  it  may  be  fitting  as  a 
part  of  the  celel)ratiou  cS  the  jubilee  that  a  brief  record  of 
the  history  of  the  parish  should  be  ]niblished. 

Most  of  those  wlu)  were  the  early  workers  in  the  congre- 
gation have  gone  to  their  rest,  but  there  are  still  some  few 
who  hail  this  recurrence  of  the  birth-day  of  Trinity  parish 
with  joy  and  thankfulness,  for  it  has  passed  through  many 
trials  ;  and  those  who  ha\e  remained  faithful  to  it  may 
well  regard  the  liarnujny  and  jnospcrity  of  to  day  with 
pardonable  pride,  and  exclaim 

"Hitherto  hath  the  Lord  helped  us." 

The  earliest  record  to  which  reference  has  been  avail- 
able bears  date  May  14th.  1840.  when  "  Rules  for  the 
Committee  of  Trinity  Church  or  Chapel  "  were  agreed 
tipon,  and  Joseph  Jones,  Esq.,  andj»)hn  H.  Maitland,  Esq., 
Treasurer,  are  the  only  names  mcutiotied  as  office-bearers, 
having  been  nominated  by  Major  Christie.

The  following  are  set  forth  amonj^st  the  "'  Oetieral  Re- 
gulations ": — 

1.  No  Monuiiu-nts  or  Tablets  are  to  be  plnred  on  the  walls  of  the 

Church. 

2.  I'uueral  Ivinblems  of  cloth  or  other  like  material  may  be  used, 

if  they  are  provided  at  the  ^xpcuse  of  Relations  or  Friends  ; 
but  if  the}'  are  not  claimed  within  three  months  after, 
wards,  they  will  be  considered  the  ])roperty  ol  Trinity 
Church.  This  rule  api)lies  to  all  pew  furniture  of  indivi- 
duals, after  fjivinj^  uj)  their  pews. 

3.  The  colors  to  1)0  used  for  pew  furniture  are  crimson  and  scarlet. 

The  first  building  used  by  the  congregation  was  situated 
on  St.  Paul  Street,  opposite  the  present  Bonsecours  Mar- 
ket, the  site  now  occupied  by  numbers  125  to  129.  The 
church  was  consecrated  on  May  20th,  1840.  Mr.  Joseph 
Jones  (who  has  filled  the  office  of  Coroner  for  many  years) 
is  .still  hearty,  at  83  years  of  age,  and  related  to  the  writer 
of  this  memoir  that  Mr.  Maitland  and  himself  were  in  the 
church  when  Bishop  Mountain,  after  having  knocked 
three  times  at  the  door,  dnnanded  adtnission,  and  that 
they  opened  the  door  to  let  him  enter,  and  formally  gave 
him  posses.sion.  The  Bishop  conducted  the  consecration 
services,  assisted  probably  by  Bishop  Hopkins  of  Ver- 
mont. The  first  sermons  preached*  in  the  church  at  the 
opening  service  were  in  the  morning  by  the  Very  Rev. 
Dean  Bethune,  and  that  in  the  evening  by  Rev.  Mark 
Willoughby,  who  took  for  his  text,  Verse  9  of  the  2nd 
chapter  of  Haggai : 

"  The  glory  0/  this  latter  house  shall  be  greater  than  that 
of  the  former,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts  ;  and  in  this  place  'n'ili 
I  give  peace,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts.'' 


*  Considerable  difficulty  has  arisen  to  find  the  names  of  the  first  preachers,  tlie 
memories  of  several  surviving  citizens  who  were  present  at  the  first  services  conflict- 
ing in  their  statements  ;  but  it  appears  clear  that  those  named  took  either  part  in  the 
opening  or  consecr.ition  services. 
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The  biiililiiij;  was  erected  at  the  sole  expense  of  Major 
William  Plenderleath  Christit,  am!  the  Rev.  Mark  Wil- 
loughb}  was  noininated  by  him  as  incumbent.  With  Mr, 
Willou^;hby  arc  associated  the  names  of  Rev.  D.  B.  Parn- 
ther  and  Rev.  I'rederick  liroome  as  assistant  ministers. 

Rev.  Mr.  Parnther  was  ordained  as  Deacon  June  19th, 
1.S40,  and  as  Priest  July  4th,  US41.  He  is  still  living  at 
vSt.  John,  X.B.  ;  he  has  retired  from  the  ministry,  but  is 
a  member  of  the  Kxecutive  Connuittee  of  the  Diocese  of 
Fredericton,  N.P. 

The  first  entry  in  the  Register  Book  Vjcars  date  April 
26th,  1840.

I'raijces  Martin,  his  wife,  was  privately  bapt'  :('d  by  Rev. 
Dr.  Bethune,  Rector  of  the  Parish  Church,  u'  the  day 
of  Ti'y,  1H39,  and  was  received  into  the  ihurch  at  T-'nity 
Church,  on  26lh  day  of  April,  1840,  by  me,

In  the  "Memoirof  George  Jehoshaphat  Mountain,  D.D., 
D.C.L.,"  Bishop  of  Montreal,  by  his  son  Arniine  W. 
Mountain,  M.A.,  is  the  following  interesting  record  of  the 
foundation  of  Trinitj-  Church  : — 

"  The  Bishop  was  accompanied  through  the  district  of  Mont- 
"  real  by  the  Rev.  M.  WiUoughby,  agent  of  the  Newfound- 
"  land  School  vSociety,  whose  object  was  to  ascertain  the 
"  wants  of  the  district  with  respect  to  education,  which  in 
"  many  histances  he  was  enabled  to  supply-.  In  the  course 
"of  the  visitation  a;'  ordination  was  held  at  Sherbrooke, 
"  when  Mr.  WiUoughby  was  admitted  to  Priest's  Orders, 
"together  with  the  Rtv.  W.Dawes.  The  nauies  of  Ijoth 
"  these  good  men  are  connected  with  the  increase  of  the 
"  Church  at  this  ])criod.  '  and  in  their  deaths  they  were  not 
"  divided,'  for  both  were  taken  away  1)y  fever  which  they 
"contracted  in  their  attendance  on  immigrants  in  1847.  To 
"  Mr.  WiUoughby,  too,  belongs  the  honor  of  initiating  the 
"operations  of  the  Society  just  mentioned;  while  Mr. 
"  Dawes  filled  the  office  of  .Secretary  of  the  Diocesan 
■  "  Church  Society  with  remarkable  fidelitv  and  earnestness 
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"  (qualities  which  indeed  pervaded  his  character  in  every- 
"  thing  which  he  undertook"*,  from  its  formation  till  the 
"time  of  his  death.  Mr.  Wilhmghby  loas  the  first  incum- 
''  f>cttt  of  the  first  chapel  -a<hich  was  built  in  Montreal, 
"  where,  till  the  date  zvhich  we  have  now  recorded,  there  zvas 
"  no  place  0/ warship  besides  the  parish  church,  belonging 
''to  the  Church  of  Eugland  ;  Trinity  Chapel,  built  at  the 
''  sole  expense  of  Major  W.  P.  Christie,  zvas  consecrated  in 
"May,  1840.'' 

On  March  7th,  1843,  Major  Christie  gave  the  land, 
"  containing  78  feet  6  inches  more  or  less  in  front,  by  174 
"  feet  more  or  less  in  depth,  bounded  in  front  by  St. 
"  Paul  street,  in  rear  at  the  end  of  the  said  depth  by 
"  the  repre.sentatives  of  the  late  Hon.  John  Forsyth,  on 
' '  one  side  by  the  property  of  .said  donor,  by  him  lately 
"purchased  from  Joseph  Papineau,  Esq.,  and  on  the  other 
"  side  by  other  property  of  him  the  said  donor,  said  piece 
' '  or  parcel  of  land  being  of  the  extent  of  half  an  arpent 
' '  more  or  less  in  superficies,  together  with  a  stone  chapel 
"  thereon  erected  and  built,  and  duly  dedicated  and  con- 
•  secrated  to  the  service  of  Almighty  God,  by  the  name  of 
"Trinity  Chapel,  etc.,  etc.,  to  Rt.  Rev.  Father  in  God, 
"  George  Jehoshaphat  Mountain,  Bishop  of  Montreal,  and 
"  his  successors  in  office,  from  henceforth  and  for  ever, 
"  etc.,  etc." 

The  said  gift  was  subject  to  the  following  reservations  : 

"  That  the  said  donor  and  his  heirs  .shall  have  the  right 
'  of  presentation  to  the  said  chapel  as  an  advowsou  in  fee 
'  presentativc,  according  to  the  Rules  and  Canons  of  the 
■  said  United  Church  of  Ivnglaud  ai"!  Irclnnd.  That  the 
'  Reverend  Mark  W'illoughby,  at  this  time  holding  the 
'  office  of  curate  of  Trinity  Chapel  aforesaid,  shall,  for  and 
'  during  the  term  of  his  natural  life,  have,  hold  and  enjoy 
'  the  said  office  of  curate  with  the  annual  sti]>eud,  payable 
'  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  a  certain  grant  of  the  said 
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"  office  and  Deed  Poll,  bearing  date  under  the  hand  and 
"  seal  of  thevSaid  William  Plenderleath  Christie,  at  Mont- 
"  real,  the  sixth  day  of  May,  in  the  year  of  Our  I^ord  one 
"  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty- one,  which  grant  and 
"  Deed  Poll  shall  continue  to  have  full  force  and  effect. 

"  That  the  said  donor  and  his  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever 
"  shall  be  entitled  to  two  pews  in  the  said  chapel  as  free- 
"  holds  of  inheritance,  without  yielding  or  paying  there- 
"  for  any  rent,  charge,  or  consideration  whatsoever,  and 
"  that  the  said  donor  shall  be  further  entitled  to  the  use, 
"  occupation,  possession  and  enjoyment  free  of  all  rent  or 
"  other  consideration  whatever,  for  and  during  the  term  of 
"  his  natural  life,  of  one  other  pew  in  the  said  chapel ;  said 
"  pews  selected  by  the  said  donor,  known  as  number  one 
"  in  the  body  of  said  chapel,  a  square  pew  situated  between 
"  number  fifty-one  and  fifty-two,  also  in  the  body  of  said 
"  chapel,  and  a  pew  known  by  the  letter  A  in  the  gallery 
' '  thereof,  the  two  last  being  those  held  as  freeholds  of  in- 
"  heritance. 

' '  That  the  vault  beneath  the  said  chapel  and  the  right 
"  of  using  the  same  for  purpose  of  sepulture  shall  be  and 
"remain  exclusively  vested  in,  and  the  incommutable 
"  property  of  the  said  donor  and  his  heirs  and  assigns  for 
"ever;  and,  lastly,  the  sum  of  fifty  pounds,  Halifax  cur- 
"  rencj',  from  out  of  the  pew  rents  of  the  said  chapel  shall 
"  be  paid  annually  to  the  Treasurer  or  Treasurers  for  the 
"time  being  of  the  Church  vSociety  of  the  Diocese  of 
"  Quebec,  to  be  applied  towards  and  in  aid  of  the  endow- 
"  ment  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  erected  by  the 
"  said  donor  at  Christievillc,  in  the  District  of  Montreal, 
"  in  this  Province,  or  be  jxiid  and  applied  to  that  purpose 
"  by  the  said  donor  and  his  succt-^ssors  in  office,  as  afore- 
"said."  ' 

'A  general  meeting  of  the  pew-holders  was  convened  on 
Monday,  April  17th,  1843,  at  which  the  Rev.   Mark  Wil- 
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loughby  read  the  deed  of  Transfer  and  Trust,  aftei  which 
he  nominated  Mr.  Joseph  Jones,  and  the  meeting  elected 
Mr.  John  H.  Maitland,  as  wardens  of  the  said  chapel  for 
the  year.  «« 

On  February  19th,  1846,  a  committee  was  appointed 
'■  to  take  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  pull  down  the 
"  old  brewery  adjacent  to  the  church,  and  to  erect  a  stone 
"  wall,  etc."  At  the  same  meeting,  Mr.  W.  Evans  was 
requested  to  "  enquire  relative  to  the  expense  of  gas,  and 
"  to  report  at  the  annual  meeting." 

On  July  15th,  1847,  Rev.  Mr.  Willoughby  (aged  51) 
died  from  .ship  fever,  contracted  whilst  visiting  the  emi- 
grant sheds  and  ministering  to  the  suiferers  during  that 
visitation.  The  story  of  the  sad  event  is  told  in  the  "  Me- 
moir of  Captain  Hammond,"  of  the  Rifle  Brigade. 

"  One  by  one,  those  whose  duty  ami  zeal  led  them  to  the  fever 
"  sheds  were  stricken  themselves,  and  amon;^  then)  two 
"of  Hammond's  own  friends;  and  at  their  bedsides  he 
"  watched  and  nursed  them  with  a  brother's  tenderness 
"  and  love.  The  two  friends  who  sickened  were  Captain 
"  Lloyd  of  the  Royal  Navy,  and  Mr.  Willoughby,  the 
"  clergyman  of  Montreal. 
"Upon  the  arrival  of  the  emigrants,  Mr.  Willoughby  organ- 
'■  ized  a  small  band  from  among  his  congregation  to  attend 
' '  to  the  wants,  temporal  and  spiritual,  of  the  sick  ami  dying 
"at  the  emigrant  sheds.  They  were  indefatigaljle  in  their 
"  exertions,  until,  one  by  one,  they  caught  the  fever  raging 
"among those  unhappy  people.  Captain  lyloyd  was  the 
"  first  who  was  laid  up.  His  illness  lasted  thirteen  days, 
"and  ended  in  his  death-  Mr.  Willoughby  was  taken  ill 
"  about  three  days  after  Captain  I.loyd.  I  was  with  him 
"  during  the  last  three  days  of  his  illness.  The  dis])ensa- 
"tion  is  a  heavy  one,  and  is  deeply  felt  by  the  congrega- 
"  tion.  It  appears  strange  that  these  men  should  be  taken 
"away  in  the  midst  of  usefulness,  falling  victims  to  their 
"devotedness  to  their  Master's  cause  and  their  love  to 
"  their 'fellow-creatures.  We  can  only  .say, '  It  is  the  Lord; 
"  let  Him  do  what  seemeth  Him  good."  " 
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Ml.  Willoughby  was  buried  on  i6th  July,  1847,  and 
one  who  was  present  says  :  "  Although  43  years  have 
"  elapsed,  yet  I  can  never  forget  that  hot  afternoon,  when 
"  I  and  hundreds  of  others  wended  our  way  to  the  old 
"  Dorchester  vStreet  burial-ground,  to  pay  our  last  tribute 
"  of  respect  to  one  whom  Montreal  could  ill  spare  at  that 
"eventful  period  of  sickness  and  death." 

In  a  funeral  sermon  preached  at  Trinity  Church  by  the 
Rev.  W.  B.  Bond  (who  has  been  spared  to  this  day,  and 
whom  we  respect  as  our  beloved  Bishop,  the  jubilee  year 
of  whose  ministry  has  just  been  commemorated),  the  fol- 
lowing testimony  is  borne  to  the  "  martyr's  spirit "  mani- 
fested by  the  deceased,  and  by  those  friends  who  attended 
him  in  his  last  illness." 

"  No  small  portion  of  Ihc  iiiartyr's  sjjirit  is  required  to  face 
"infectious  and  malignant  disease;  to  look  upon  the 
"  agonies  of  the  dying  ;  to  1)ehold  their  struggles,  and  listen 
"  to  their  jleliriou  ravings.  No  small  portion  of  the  niar- 
•'tyr's  spirit  is  required  to  witness  tho.se  proofs  of  intense 
"suffering,  to  feel  around  the  breath  of  death,  to  know  that 
.  "  you  are  braving  him.  as  it  were,  in  the  midst  of  his  king- 

,  "  dom,  and  that  in  a  moment  you  may  be  one  amongst  the 
"dying.  No  small  portion  of  this  spirit  is  required  to  wit- 
"  ness  and  to  know  all  this  ;  and  yet  i-ahnly  and  fearlessly 
"  to  go  on  with  duty,  resolutely  and  perseveringly  to  enter 
"  the  abcKle  of  infection,  anil  minister  to  the  wants  of  the 
"dying.  It  is  not  an  easy  matter  thus  to  act  in  the  midst 
"of  all  this  danger  and  death,  and  without  any  earthly 
"motives  to  i)romi)t  to  the  self-devotion  and  the  sacrifice. 
"  We  can  see  suflicient  moving  power  only  in  ll  i-  spirit  of 
"the  (iospel  and  the  love  of  (lod." 


*  It  Is  lUic  111  I'lhluip  Hoiitl  to  icciirtl  that  he,   tOP}NViiS  one  of  the  faithful  ministers 
who  .itteuded  to  the  sufferers  iluriug  the  ship  fever  in  1847,    It  is  not  a  little  remarkable 
that   the  Bishop  was  ordained  as   Dcaron  in   (Quebec   Cathedral   on  June  loth,  1840 
in  company  with    Rev.  Mr.  r;irntl\er  ;    and   as    I'riest  in  Trinity  Chnrcli,  in  Oriober, 
1841.

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Tliose  who  rt'tiRMuhcr  Mr.  Willoughby  speak  of  him  as 
a  zealous  minister  ami  an  amial)le  Christian  jj;entleman. 
One  of  his  congregation.  Mr.  Lusher,  in  answer  to  the 
question  "  Do  you  renieniher  Mr.  Willoughby  ?  "  replied 
"  Yes,  I  remember  him  well,  and  no  one  who  ever  knew 
"him  could  possibly  forget  him  ;  his  menujry  is  still  fra- 
"  grant  witli  all  that  is  gootl  and  true. 

"  He  was  a  man  of  good  administrativi  ability,  gentle 
and  full  of  kindness,  and  attentive  to  the  w.iits  and  wishes 
of  his  people,  and  he  jU'obablN  had  a  greater  living  hold 
on  the  hearts  of  his  congregation  than  any  other  clergy- 
man in  Montreal  at  that  time." 

One  who  knew  him  well  says:  ".So  beloved  wa.s  he, 
among.st  all  classes,  that  the  gentlemen  of  the  Seminary 
sent  frequently  during  the  days  of  his  sickness  to  enquire 
after  him." 

His  attendance  on  the  sick  emigrants  almost  passes 
belief.  He  furnished  them  with  milk  and  other  comforts, 
which  he  distributed  with  his  own  hands,  pa.ssing  from  bed 
to  bed,  irrespective  of  race  or  creed.  This  faithful  servant 
of  Christ,  for  his  Master's  sake,  cheerfully  volunteered 
and  yielded  up  his  life  in  this  perilous  service,  falling  as 
nobly  at  duty's  call  as  ever  soldier  fell  on  the  field  of 
battle.  He  was  buried  (as  already  said)  in  the  old  Pro- 
testant burial-ground  in  J)orche.ster  {Street,  and  when  this 
was  converted  b\'  the  C(jrporation  into  Dufferin  Sqtiare,  in 
1 87 1,  Mr.  Jones  caused  the  remains  to  be  removed  to 
Mount  Royal  Cemetery,  and  re-interred  them  in  his  own 
lot.  The  monument  to  his  memory  was  also  removed, 
and  re-erected  over  his  remains. 

The  following  inscription  on  the  monumeht  attests  the 
affectionate  remembrance  of  his  friends  : — 
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The  death  of  Mr.  WillDUj^hby  was  followed  by  that  of 
four  other  elerKyineti  of  the  diocese,  atid  of  Mr.  John 
Crisi^u,  Clerk  to  the  Church,  also  of  Cajjtain  Lloyd  and 
William  Ogden,  who  were  studyinj;  for  the  ministry, 
and  were  lay-readers  at  the  time,  and  were  niend)ers  of 
the  congregation  of  Trinity,  all  dying  from  fever  con- 
tracted in  attendance  at  the  immigrant  sheds. 

The  following  letter  addressed  to  Mrs.  Willoughby, 
written  shortly  after  the  death  of  her  husband,  will  serve 
to  show  how  deeply  the  loss  was  felt  by  the  congrega- 
tion : — 

"I  was  imicli  grieved  to  hc.ir  so  had  an  account  of  dear' 
"Trinity.  My  lu-art  yearns  with  peculiar  aftection  to 
"  those  walls,  so  hallowed  in  my  remembrance.  What  a 
"  lesson  is  taujfht  us  from  the  history  of  that  little  church, 
"during  the  last  two  years,  to  'cease  from  men.'  You 
"  must  (luuhtless  feel  the  sad  change  very  keenly.  Who 
"would  have  thought  in  the  spring,  that  so  dark  a  cloud 
"  would  have  hurst  on  that  then  flonrishinjf  little  church  ? 
"  Hut  hlesse<l  be  (iod,  tlie  l)eliever  in  Jesus  does  not 
"sorrow  as  those  without  hope.  .Soon  will  sorrow  be 
"  chanj^ed  for  unclouded  bliss,  and  all  tears  wiped  away. 
"  vSoou  shall  we  join  the  coin])any  who  have  reached  the 
"  heavenh'  Jerusalem,  and  join  our  voices  with  those  loved 
"  ones  who  have  gone  before  us,  and  with  them  take  up 
"the  notes  of  eternal  praise  to  Him  who  loved  us  and 
"washed  us  from  our  sins  in  His  own  blood.  Yet  a  little 
"while,  and  he  that  shall  come  will  come,  and  will  not 
"tarry.  Indeed,  these  are  words  of  comfort  with  which 
*'  to  cheer  and  comfort  one  another,  as  we  journey  through 
"  the  lonely  wilderness.  Some  are  called  upon  to  pass 
"  through  the  deeper  waters,  and  todrink  a  larj^er  measure 
"of  the  cup  of  sorrow.  lUit  how  precious  to  them  is  He 
"  who  bears  them  up  ;  how  deep  is  that  joy  which  succeeds 
"the  night  of  weeping."'  ^ 

It  is  well  known  that  whilst  the  British  troops  were 
stationed  in   Montreal,  the  officers  of  the  different  regi- 
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meats  were  worsliippers  at  Trinit\-  Church,  atul  amniigsl 
the  pew-holders  iiui\-  he  foliiul  tlie  names  of

and  many  others. 

General  vSir  Richard  I).  Jackson,  Commander  of  the 
Forces,  who  in  1X4 1-42  administered  the  Government, 
died  suddenly  in  Montreal  in  Jul_\-,  1S45,  and  his  funeral 
service  was  conducted  at  the  church  in  St.  Paul  Street, 
the  church  being  put  into  mourning.  liarl  Cathcart  who 
came  from  Kniland  as  his  successor,  and  subsequently 
became  Governor-General,  was  also  a  pew-holder. 

His  Excellency  J.  Foulett  Thompson  (created  Lord 
Sydenham)  atteiided  the  church  during  his  residence  in 
this  city,  np'  to  the  removal  of  the  Government  to 
Kingston  on  May  joth,  1S41,  and  although  the  Govern- 
ment was  stationed  at  Kingston  during  the  term  of  the 
gbvernor.ship  of  Sir  Charles  Metcalfe,  it  is  almost  certain 
that  His  Kxcellenc)  attended  Trinity  Church  when  he 
vi.sited  Montreal.  The  congregation  was  always  marked 
for  its  loyalty.  At  a  vestry  meeting  held  on  rgth  April, 
1849,  the  following  resolution  was  i)assed  : — 

"That  thf  JK'W  orij^iiu'lly  fiUcd  uj)  and  approprialcil  for  tlie 
'■  use  ol  the  (■Tovenior-deneral  shall  he  .igain  offereil  for 
"the  same  purpose  to  his  rvxcellcucy  the  Hnrl  of  h;isj;iii 
"and  his  staff." 

Although  no  trace  can  be  found  of  the  Earl  of  Elgin 
attending  the  church,  it  is  remembered  that  members  of 
his  staff  worshipped  there. 
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Among  othtr  lumies  of  proiniiiiint  citizen-^  we  find 
Judges  Day,  Dunkin  and  Gale,  vSheriff  Coffin,  Dr.  Holmes 
and  many  others,  who  were  pew-holde;; .

At  the  death  of  Mr.  Willoughby  dark  dajs  -.MUie  over 
Trinity  Church,  although  the  Rev.  Mr.  Broome  strove 
nol)ly  to  keep  tcjgether  this  important  congregation. 
After  the  death  of  Major  Christie,  the  presentation  to  the 
Inctnnhency  was  \ested  with  Colonel  Wilgressol  T^i'.chir.t., 
Messrs.  Jeffre\  Hale  of  Qne'v,.-(\  ;;',id  McC.innis  ot  Cliristie- 
vi'lf,  and  ti.'.v  were  influenced  to  nominate  to  the  posi- 
tion the  Rev.  Alexander  Dig])y  C:im])l)ell,  who  came  out 
from  I'jigland  in  the  early  part  of  the  following  year 
(184S).  His  ministrations  resulted  in  disappointment, 
and  tiltimateU'  in  total  failure.  Mr.  Campbell  was  very 
unpopular,  and  he  alienated  the  congregation  .-•o  nuich 
that,  as  the  records  of  tiie  ves' •  ■•  m<  .-tiri  .s  show,  he  was 
on  several  occasions  alone  or  'v.:h  only  one  other  person 
present,  in  conse([tience  f)f  \ nich  no  bnsiiitss  could  be 
transacted.     In  the  end  (in  i.'<5<S)  he  wn  ;  indvcul  to  retire 
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from  the  rectorship  of  the  parish  for  a  pecuniary  consi- 
deration. Mr.  H-enry  Rogers,  of  Wolverhampton,  Eng- 
land, was  an  energetic  and  liberal  friend  to  the  church  at 
this  juncture. 

Reverend  Charles  Bancroft,  M.A.,  afterwards  Canon, 
succeeded  Mr.  Campbell  in  the  charge,  and  his  zeal  and 
energy  restored  harmony  and  good  feeling,  and  the  con- 
gregation again  grew  under  his  ministry.  After  a  time 
the  church  did  not  furnish  accomniodation  sufficient  for 
the  number  of  attendants,  and  therefore,  on  the  removal 
of  the  Cathedral  congregation  from  the  church  on 
Gosford  Street  (where  they  had  worshipped  after  the 
burning  of  the  Cathedral  on  Notre  Dame  Street),  the 
congregation  of  Trinity  Church  purchased  it,  and  moved 
into  that  building.  Although  no  record  can  be  found  of 
the  exact  date  of  the  first  .services  in  the  Church  on 
Gosford  Street  (then  called  vSt.  John's),  yet  as  the  new 
Cathedral  was  opened  for  public  worship  in  the  fall  of 
i860,  it  may  be  presumed  this  was  the  time  when  the 
congregation  of  Trinity  Church  removed  from  St.  Paul 
Street  and  began  to  worship  in  Go.sford  Street. 
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It  is  worthy  of  remark  Irtl-  tluit  for  proper,  hut  too 
uncommon,  reverential  reasons,  the  first  edifice  (on 
vSt.  Paul  Street)  was  taken  clown  and  removed  stone  b}' 
.stone,  although  the  sum  received  for  the  property  was  on 
that  account  much  less  than  would  liave  been  paid  for  it, 
had  consent  been  given  to  adapt  and  use  the  building  for 
.secular  purposes. 

It  ma\-  lie  added  that  tliis  is  not  the  only  instance  in 
the  hi.story  of  the  ])arish  when  right  principle  has  not 
been  ignored  or  abandoned  for  mere  pecuniary  motives. 

The  vSecond  Trinity  Church  was  built  as  the  "  vSecond 
Congregational  Church,"  and  opened  in  1845.  It  was 
erectefi  from  designs  furnished  l)y  Mr.  John  W'ell.s,  and 
is  in  the  Grecian  style  of  arcuitecture.  The  length  of 
the  building,  including  the  portico,  is  7S  feet,  the  width 
50  feet,  and  the  height  fron)  the  pavement  to  the  apex  of 
the  pediment  opposite  the  centre  of  the  frpnt  is  50  feet. 
The  portico  has  six  binic  columns  26  feet  6  inches  in 
height.     The  church  was  calculated  to  seat  S40  persons. 

vSnch  was  the  building  occupied  l)y  the  congregation  of 
Trinity  Church  until  tlu-  completion  of  the  new  church  on 
vSt.  Denis  Street,  in  September,  1S65.  The  relinquished 
edifice  was  then  leased  to  the  military  authorities  as  a 
Garrison  chapel,  and  on  the  withdrawal  of  the  Briti.sh 
troops  was  sold. 

The  corner  stone  of  the  church  on  St.  Denis  Street  was 
laid  on  June  2,:;rd,  1864,  by  Bishop  Fulford,  the  fobowing

The  musical  portion  of  the  .service  was  ably  conducted 
by  Mr.  Frederick  Barnby.  the  organist  of  the  church. 

It  is  worthyof  note  here  that  Mr.  Harnby  otdy  presided 
over  the  choir  for  two  .Sundays  in  the  St.  Denis  Street 
church,  as  he  died  on  vSeptember  30th  after  a  very  .short 
illness.  He  was  the  brother  of  Mr.  Joseph  Barnby,  the 
well-known  musical  compo.ser,  now  organist  in  the  Albert 
Hall,  London.  ^  . 

Rev.  Canon  Bancroft,  who  entered  upon  his  duties  as 
Rector,  in  January,  1S59,  officiated  in  all  the  three 
churches,  viz.,  in  that  on  St.  Paul  Street,  next  in  Gosford 
vStreet,  and  also  on  the  .St.  Denis  Street  church.  Dr. 
Bancroft  labored  faithfull\-  and  earnestly,  for  more  than 
17  years,  to  sustain  the  standing  of  the  church,  and  was 
respected  and  beloved  ;  but  failing  health  at  length  ind'  ced 
him  to  resign  the  appointment  in  1S76. 

It  is  well  known  that  Dr.  Bancroft  had  many  offers 
from  congregations  in   the  United  States,  but  his  heart 
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rhiu^  to  his  native  city  of  Montrciil,  .-iiul  lit-  refust-d  to 
ciiUi  tain  an.\  i)r()i)osals,  <a\inK  tiiat  he  couhl  i\()t  Ik-  liaj)])}- 
out  of  Canada. 

'IMiosc  niLinbcrs  of  thu  fotij^ivj^ation  who  rcmcnihcr  Dr. 
HancToft  will  recall  his  nicinor\-  with  satisfaction  ;  his 
faithful  ministration,  his  kindness  and  j^entleness  to  the 
jxjor,  and  at  the  bedside  of  the  sick,  will  rise  to  memory  as 
testimonials  to  his  worth,  and  it  may  he  said  of  him  :

Curran,  who  resigned  to  accept  the  charge 
of  St.  Steidien's  Church,  Montreal,  and  subsecpiently 
removed  to  Ontario  :  he  is  now  Rector  of  vSt.  Thomas' 
Church,  Hamilton,  and  Canon  of  the  Diocese  of  Niagara. 

Rev.  Canon  Dumoulin,  M.  A..  nt)W  Rector  of  St.  James. 
Cathedral,  Toronto,  who.se  earnest  eloquence  is  not  likely 
to  be  forgotten  by  Ihose  who  heard  him  during  his  term 
of  .service  in  the  church  :  and 

Rev.  O.  Fortin,  15.  A.,  whose  genial  manner  and  pains- 
taking indu.stry  rendered  him  a  general  favorite.  He  left 
the  city,  after  three  years'  ministry  in  Trinity  Church,  to 
a.ssume  a  wider  field  of  usefulness  at  Wiiniipeg,  Man. 
He  is  still  laboring  as  Rector  of  Trinity  Church  in  that 
city,  and  is  Archdeacon  of  Rupert's  Lan  i. 

A  long  .series  of  misfortunes  now  begiint(;  gather  round 
the  church.  It  was  originally  inteno' d  to  contain  1000 
sittings,  and  the  cost  estimated  at  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
but  the  plan  was  altered  to  seat  1500  persons,  with  the 
laudable  and  apostolic  view  of  furnishing  accommodation 
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for  the  poor.  Thus  the  actual  cost  far  exceeded  the 
amount  named,  and  a  considerable  sum  was  borrowed  on 
mortgage.  The  interest  on  this  amount  became  a  heavy 
burden,  and  these  difficulties,  increased  by  the  with- 
drawal of  the  trooi)S  from  Canada  and  the  removal 
westward  of  a  large  ntimber  of  the  congregation,  caused 
such  a  falling  off  in  the  income,  that  it  became  insufficient 
to  carry  on  the  work  of  the  church,  thus  producing  great 
embarrassment.  The  congregation  .struggled  on,  however, 
with  varying  fortunes,  until  the  foreclosure  of  the  mort- 
gage, when  the  building  actually  passed  out  of  their 
hands.  During  this  time.  Trinity  Church  was  unrepre- 
sented in  the  Synod,  and  therefore  was  not  recognized  as  a 
distinct  congregation  of  the  Diocese  :  nevertheless,  through 
the  earnest  efforts  of  a  few  members  of  the  old  congrega- 
tion, services  were  conducted  during  this  trying  period. 

The  church  was  at  length  sold  l>y  the  sheriff  (in  1H.S2), 
and  bought  by  the  Trust  &:  Loan  Co.  to  secure  them- 
selves, and  they  gratuitously  granted  permi.s,sion  to  use 
the  building  for  divine  service. 

Through  the  exertions  of  His  Lordship  Bishop  Bond 
and  Venerable  Archdeacon  Ivvans,  and  thts  liberality  of 
Mr.  A.  F.  Gault,  (wliose  large-hearted  generosity  towards 
church  objects  on  many  occasi(Mis.  calls  for  mo.st  greatful 
recognition)  and  also  Mr.  Charles  (rarth,  and  other  friends, 
a  sum  of  $23,000  was  raised,  which,  with  an  additional 
sum  of  ;f;i5,ooo  borrowed  on  mortgage,  recovered  the 
property  from  the  Trust  <S:  Loan  Co.,  and  thus  saved  it 
to  the  church. 

It  may  be  interesting  to  record  that  Trinity  Church  is 
the  only  one  of  the  Protestant  churches  in  the  city  which 
has  not  removed  out  of  its  or'^^ixal  parish  boundaries. 

On  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Bancroft,  Rev.  J.  G.  Baylis 
was    clergyman  in  charge,  and    fulfilled  the   duties   for 
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about  6  months  ;  in  vSeiHeniber,  1.S77,  Rev.  VV.  Craig  was 
appointed  Rector,  and  remained  in  that  position  for  over 
2  years.  He  was  succeeded  h\  Re\'.  John  Walters,  who 
assumed  the  charge  in  April,  i<S8o,  and  remained  during 
troubled  times  until  the  closing  of  the  church  in  1882. 
In  addition  to  their  zeal  and  earnestness  the.se  names  are 
remembered  by  the  congregation  with  feelings  of  gratitude, 
as  having  been  with  them  during  the  days  of  deep  anxiety 
and  fear  that  the  church  would  be  irrecoverably  lost. 

The  present  Rector,  Rev.  Canon  W.  L.  Mills,  was 
appointed  to  the  charge, in  September,  1882,  and  with  an 
earnestness  beyond  praise  he  has  labored  faithfully  to 
revi^•e  the  church,  and  with  a  success  even  beyond  the 
most  sanguine  expectations,  as  the  congregation  has 
.shown  a  remarkable  increa.se,  and  exhibits  at  the  present 
time  an  amount  of  harmony  and  cordiality  which  is  very 
gratifying. 

When  Canon  Mills  became  Rector,  there  were  but  42 
families  and  18  connnunicants  to  be  counted  as  belonging 
to  the  parish.  Five  months  afterwards  the  muuber  of 
families  had  risen  to  83.  Taking  the  parochial  statistics 
during  subsequent  years  as  criteria,  in  1886,  the  muuber 
of  families  was  311  ;  in  1888,  373  families  and  420  commu- 
nicants ;  and  at  the  present  time  (November,  1890)  the 
parish  Ijooks  .show  that  445  families  or  individuals  are 
receiving  pa.storal  care.  The  number  of  actual  communi- 
cants at  present,  not  including  casuals,  or  tho.se  who  have 
removed  during  the  j'ear,  is  567. 

There  have  been  1 1  adult  baptisms  this  year,  and  at  the 
last  confirmation  on  April  20,  58  candidates  were  confirm- 
ed, the  largest  number  in  the  history  of  the  church, 
at  a  yearly  confirmation  ;  on  one  occasion  94  were  con- 
firmed by  Bishop  Cronyn,  but  after  an  interval  of  three 
j'ears.  • 
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A  liistor}' of  llic  church  wuiild  be  incomplete  which  did 
not  record  that  in  its  ver_\  earhest  days  a  vSuiiday  school 
was  established,  which  has  been  sustained  with  efficiency 
until  the  present  lime.  Amongst  the  names  of  past  super- 
intendents we  recall  Messrs.  Henry  Bancroft  (brother  of 
Canon  Bancroft)  and  William  Cooper,  still  living  at 
Longueuil.  At  one  time,  too.  a  day  .school  was  in  active 
operation,  of  which  the  Rev.  Mr.  Dixon,  the  present 
Rector  of  St.  Jude's  Church,  had  charge,  and  in  connec- 
tion with  it  the  name  of  Mr.  Charles  Walkem,  R.  K., 
may  be  mentioned  who  took  a  great  interest  in  it  and  all 
matters  connected  with  the  Church.  One  s(jn  is  at  present 
a  judge  in  Br'tish  Columbia,  and  two  sons  are  leading 
lawyers  at  King.ston,  Ont. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  well  to  record  that  the 
accommodation  for  the  Sunday  vSchool  and  the  Bible  Class 
is  not  second  to  that  of  any  other  Church  of  England 
congregation  in  the  city. 

It  is  worthy  of  note  that  in  addition  to  Mr.  Joseph 
Jones, ^-  who  was  the  first  warden  of  the  "Chapel"  in 
1S40.  and  who  still  survives  at  the  ad\anced  age  of  Sf,  ; 
Mr.  John  Lovell  who  was  one  of  the  wardens  at  the  time 
of  Mr.  \Villoug]d)y"s  death  in  1S47,  is  still  living.  There 
remain  a  few  more  of  the  earl_\  mendiers  of  the  congrega- 
tion, notably  Mr.  Charles  (iarth,  our  present  esteemed 
warden,  than  whom  the  church  has  had  no  more  faithful 
and  liberal  friend,  and  Messrs,  Ltisher,  Chtuies  trrant, 
Thomas  P.  Roe,  William  C'  Ivvans,  John  Slivui,  Arch- 
deacon I, indsay,  Re\'.  Rural  I  )ean  Lindsay,  Miss  Robert- 
.son,  Lieut, -Colo/iel  Hanson,  and  other.-.. 

It  is,  further,  a  matter  of  no  little  imi)ortance  that  the 
duties  of  warden    ha\"c,  .alni'ist  without  exception,  fallen 

*  Aiiiinsst  tliL' friends  aiul  helpers  nf  ihe  eluirch  in  p;i>.l  lime'-,  the  gratuitous  service.s 
of  Mr^.  Jones,  who  presidol  at  the  or^.m  I'ur  nine  years,  .shculil  imtpass  nithout  grateful 
re':i'ril.

into  j(()od  hands  ;  even  in  tin'its  of  peril  faitliful  men  were 
at  the  hehn  ;  and  like  many  of  their  predecessors,  the 
present  wardens  are  models  of  perseverance  and  fidelity. 
Mr.  Garth  has  been  elected  to  the  office  no  less  than  fifteen 
times  (the  first  date  lieing  1S62J,  and  his  love  forth;; 
church  is  stronger  than  ever  :  and  of  Mr.  Bone  it  is  suffi- 
cient to  say  that  he  is  a  worthy  colleague. 

After  fifty  years  of  existence,  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able 
to  say  that  the  prospects  of  the  church  are  to-day  bright 
and  encouraging.  The  Rector,  Rev.  Canon  Mills,  B.  D., 
and  the  Assi.stanl  Minister,  Rev.  Krnest  A.  Willoughby 
King,  M.  A.,  a  e  /.e  .nd  earnest    in  their  work,  and, 

moreover,  are  resp  .  ■  ,1  belo\ed.  It  is  hopetl  that 
under  their  ministrations,  with  God's  blessing,  a  long 
career  of  prosperity-  u\:A  useft^lue.ss  is  in  store  for  Trinity 
Church. 

It  is  a  singular  and  noteworih\  coincidence  that  Rev. 
Mr.  King  is  a  godson  of  the  first  minister  (^f  the  church, 
Rev.  Mark  Willoughby. 

As  a  matter  for  further  congratulation  it  nuiy  be  added 
that  the  nuisical  services  were  never  rendered  so  accept- 
ably as  at  the  present  time,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Henry 
Miles  as  choir-master,  and  Mr.  W.  H.  vSefton  as  organist, 
with  a  choir  of  luuisual  ability,  who  deserve  great  praise 
for  the  reverent  and  efficient  manner  in  which  the\' 
render  the  nuisical  jiortion  of  the  services.  The  Choir  has 
recently  been  strengthened  b\'  the  addition  of  over  sixty 
voices  chosen  from  amongst  the  junior  mend)ers  of  the 
congregation  (both  male  and  female)  and  the  exjieriment 
has  been  most  satisfactory.  The  present  ei'licieiicy  of  the 
choir  is  mainl_\  due  io  the  enthusiastic  energy  t)f  Mr. 
Heiu'\'    .Miks. 

It  is  not  presumed  that  this  brief  .stor\-  is  a  full  record 
of  everything  connected  with  the  eventful  history  of  the 
church.  No  one  is  more  sensible  of  its  many  short-comings 
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than  the  writer,  but  there  is  in  it  "  nothing  extennale,  nor 
anght  set  down  in  malice.  "  Although  it  has  i)assecl 
through  a  continuous  struggle,  at  times  even  for  bare 
existence,  the  church  has  always  held  aloft  an  unsullied 
banner  : — 

"  111  seasons  now  remote. 
Her  light  was  feeble  as  a  glow-worm's  lamp. 
Hilt  fed  by  noble  thoughts  ami  honest  deeds, 
Tended  b)  virtuous  hearts  with  j)atient  care, 
i  Mid  cold,  and  darkness,  and  anxiety, 

Rose  higher,  and  glowed  clearer  until  now. 

Truth  never  dies,  once  let  the  seed  be  sown, 
No  blight  can' kill  it ;  neither  winds,  nor  rain, 
N'or  lightnings,  nor  all  wrath  of  elements, 
Can  e'er  uproot  it  from  the  hungry  soil.  " 

The  church  wa^  re-decorated,  and  j^ainted  and  renova- 
ted throughout,  during  the  summer  of  1888  (mainly  at 
the  expense  of  one  of  the  l)est  members  of  the  Congre- 
gation), rendering  it  among  the  handsomest  of  our  city 
churches  in  the  interior,  and  it  certainh-  is  one  of  the 
most  stibstantial  and  imposing  in  its  exterior. 

It  would  be  a  happy  consummation  of  this  jubilee  >ear, 
if  any  friends  of  the  Church,  Ides.scd  with  abundant 
means,  moved  to  a  desire  to  glorify  God  and  to  promote 
the  cause  of  the  Master  in  the  cast  end  of  the  city,  should 
be  led  to  help  in  diminishing  or  wiping  out  the  mortgage 
debt  alreadx-  referred  to,  whicli  is  the  only  remaining 
incumbrance  upon  TrinitN-  Church. 

Let  our  aspirations  be  that  the  days  of  anxiety  are  at 
an  end,  and  let  all  unite  in  heartily  wishing  the  Church 
•'  Many  happy  returns  of  the  day,  '  and  if  it  i)lease  (iod, 
many  a  Jubilee.

After  some  preliminary  I)iisiiie>s,  the  Cliairiiiiiii  .Kklrcssed  tlie 
meetiiij^  to  the  tollowiii}^  cllect,  tciiiarUiii);  tli.it  the  meetinj^  lia<l 
been  convened  chiefly  ibr  an  ol)ject  in  which  all  their  hearts  nmst 
he  dee])ly  interested,  vi/  ,  the  testifying  in  the  most  becoming 
manner  of  their  apjireciation  of  the  valne  of  their  lale  Pastor.  I  shall 
not  ask,  he  said,  whether  we  are  sensil)le  of  the  advantagi.^s  we 
enjoyed  in  the  ministrj-  of  the  late  Rev.  Mark  Willonghby,  for  the 
(piestion  would  be  snpenM-ogatory.  I  take  for  granted  that  the 
feeling  of  deep  regret  for  his  loss  is  universal — a  regret  founded  on 
personal  and  on  general  groinids. 

Who  that  anticipated  (as  all  nmsl)  confinemeiu  to  a  sick  room 
did  not  look  confidentlv  to  the  aflectionate  visits  of  tlu  Minister  i* 
Who  that  looked  with  anxiety  to  the  spiritual  coudition  of  tluir 
relalives  <lid  n(Jt  si-ek  for  his  assistance  in  awakening  them  to  ihcir 
danger?  Who  thai  had  cliilihen  did  nol  rejoice  in  li.iviug  him  in 
the  Sunday  Schocjl  to  allure  Ihem  to  instruction. 

lUit  these  are  selfish  consi  ierations,  'I'liere  a-i  ■.iiore  general,  rind 
therefore  more  generous,  ones.  We  saw  in  Mi  \Villonghb\-  a  man 
devoted  to  the  cause  of  his  Master  ;  doing  honor  to  his  voca- 
tion ;  realizing  the  Ajiostolic  ])rec-ept  of  "spending  .iiid  being 
spent"  in  that  .Master's  service,  ;iiid  \se  s.iw  the  result  of  such 
devotedness  in  the  success  of  his  ministry.  We  sa\s  him  devising 
new  plans  and  overcoming  by  his  (.•lurgy  all  difficulties  in  carrving 
them  out  ; — and,  seeing  such  success  arising  frnm  ilic  blessiiig  of 
Clod  on  his  exertions,  no  one  who  had  the  cause  of  religion  athe.ut 
could  doubt  the  value  of  Mr,  Willoughby,  or  not  feel  his  loss  to  be 
a  ])ublic  one — a  loss  not  tt)  ourselves  only,  but  to  the  community 
and  church  at  large. 
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Tljese  n-asous  seem  i[\\\W  .siitliiii'iu  ici  \s,iir.mt  iiio  in  i-oncludiii^ 
that  wc  all  felt  the  advaiitaj^i's  of  liavinj^  a  iiiinistcr  like  Mr.  Wil- 
louj^hhy  ;  ami  if  so.  a  sjxmtaiiooiis  ffcliiii^  would  naUirally  arist-  in 
our  minds  of  sliovvin).;  that  \vi'  honor  worth  like  thai  wi'  have  lost, 
nml  are  j^ratcfid  for  tin-  hcnrfits  wi'  have  reci-ived. 

We  are  now,  therefore,  \n<  i  to  eonsnlt  not  whether  a  nn)nnnient 
shall  he  erected  to  the  memory  of  our  late  tninister,  for  to  that 
ever\-  one  will  say,  yes — hut  to  consider  what  kind  of  monument 
would  he  nmst^ippropriate. 

On  this  occasion  permit  me,  who,  ])erhaps,  liave  known  Mr. 
\\'illouj(hliy  as  lonj^  as  any  in  this  room,  to  s.iy  a  few  words  of  him 
HS  a  pastor  of  this  Con<;reji;ation-  Mr.  \\illouj;hl)y,  as  you  know, 
was  not  educated  for  the  ministry,  nor,  I  helicve,  ditl  he  accept 
ordination  till  after  it  had  been  repeatedly  offered  him,  nor  till  his 
friends  hail  ;ri^ed  ii])on  him  the  accejjtanci'  of  it.  It  has  heeji  sup- 
posed !)>•  many  that  he  was  ordained  with  a  title  for  Trinity  Church  ; 
hut  such  was  not  the  case.  His  ordiu.ition  luid  no  reference  to  this 
church,  nor,  I  believe,  did  he  contemplate  taking  any  settled 
char}.(e,  hut  intended  lo  have  continued  his  itineratin;.;  labors  as 
general  agent  for  the  Uritish  America  and  Newfoundland  J-'chool 
vSociety — an  olTice  which  lu-  had  held  for  several  years  with  ver\- 
great  advant;ige  to  the  cause  of  Ivlucation  and  Religion  It  wa.s 
only  some  time  after  his  ordinatit)n  that  he  was  selected  by  Major 
Christie,  and  urgeil  by  liini  to  C'll  tlu'  situation  of  minister,  and  it 
was  not  witlu)ut  nnich  hesitation  f)n  his  part,  and  with  prayer- 
ful consultation  with  fiiends  in  whom  hi'  confided,  that  he  finally 
consented  to  assume  the  responsihilit}-. 

The  success  which  attended  Mr.  W'ilhiughbv's  ministry  is  ;i  strong 
proof  that  shining  taleiUs,  or  extensive  erudition,  are  not  neces'^.iiv- 
to  constitute  a  most  useful  and  therefore  llu'  best  kind  of  minister. 
Aware  of  himself  of  not  possessing  those  ijrominent  (jualifications 
which  are  often  too  eagirly  souglit  after,  and  ready  to  acknowledge 
his  deficiency,  he  was  the  more  strenuous  in  the  perforniance  of 
those  duties  which  he  had  the  j)ower  to  fulfil  ;  and  God  honored 
his  zeal  and  devotedness  by  perniitliiig  him  to  build  up  a  large 
and  attached  congregation  ;  to  found  one  of  the  largest  and  most 
efficient  Sunday  Schools  in  this  Province  ;  and  to  denvise  and  carry 
out,  l)j-  means  of  visiting  and  missionary  o])erations,  many  plans  for 
the  temporal  and  spiritual  benefit  of  his  fellowmen,  not  only  here, 
but  ill  other  parts  of  the  Proviuce,  and  even  in  distant  lauds. 
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By  many  it  is  tliouj^ht  that  an  indispensable  re(|nisite  for  a  suc- 
cessful minister  is  oratorical  jjower — ami  no  one  can  doubt  the 
utility  of  that  important  yift  ;  hut  Mr.  W'illou^liljy  i)roved  clearly 
that  the  want  of  it  could  he  supplied  by  less  showy  inissessions.  I 
well  recollect  the  doubts  and  niisj^iviiigs  with  which,  his  ap])oint- 
ment  was  first  heard  of  by  those  friends  with  whom  .Major  Christie 
usually  cf)nsulted,  but  to  whom  he  had  not  referred  in  selecting 
Mr.  Willou){hl)y.  His  deficiency  of  oratorical  powers  wasthouj^ht 
an  insuperable  bar  to  his  success  as  a  minister.  Vet,  what  have  we 
seen  since?  A  church  tilled  to  overllowinj^— a  con>;regati()U  firmly 
attached  to  him,  ami  liberally  supportinj^  him  in  every  ^ood  work  ; 
and  his  sermons,  plain  and  unoriiameiitcd  as  they  were,  delivered 
with  little  other  attraction  than  his  own  earnest  desire  shininj; 
throujjh  them,  to  nnike  thetii  useful,  were  listened  to  with  pleasure 
and  with  profit. 

In  contemplating  what  he  has  acc<Mn]i1ished,  we  may  use  the 
words  of  the  Prophet — "Not  by  might,  nor  l)y  ])ower,  but  by  my 
"  .spirit,  saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts  " — and  indeed  we  know  tlial  he 
abounded  in  that  which  could  not  fail  to  call  down  the  blessing  of 
God  upon  his  labors,  viz.:  I'ravicr  ; — and  hence  the  .secret  of  his 
success — for  Ciod  has  said — "Them  that  honor  nic  1  will  honor." 

Mr.  Willonghby  was  particularly  assiduous  in  visiting  his  flock. 
Missing  them  from  their  accustomed  seats  was  sufficient  reason  for 
a  visit  of  inquiry  ;  but  it  is  especially  for  his  zealous  and  assiduous 
attendance  on  the  sick  th.  he  was  t(j  be  admind.  He  was  readj', 
day  and  night,  to  give  his  spiritual  I'ssistance  to  those  that  needed 
it,  The  poor,  like  the  rich,  partook  of  his  care  ;  and  hecounteilno 
trouble  or  fatigue  too  great  which  gave  him  hope  of  bringing  a 
soul  to  the  saving  knowledge  of  Christ ;  and  many  a  rich  consola- 
tion had  he  in  the  evidence  of  the  success  of  his  labor. 

Mr.  Willoughljy  was  also  ahva\s  read\-  to  aid  those  whose  tem- 
poral necessities  required  assistance.  The  poor  partook  largely  of 
his  bounty  ;  but  to  many  who  could  not  be  classed  among  tho.se  to 
whom  we  ordinarily  apply  that  name  he  was  very  liberal.  Several 
young  men,  while  pre])ariug  for  the  ministry,  have  owed  much  to 
his  assistance.  His  less  liberally  furnished  brothers  in  the  ministry 
were  often  benefited  from  li is  purse.  His  contributions  to  charit- 
able and  religious  societies  were  very  large  for  a  man  of  his  motl- 
erate  income  ;  aud,  in  fact,  he  seemed  to  realize  that  he  was  but  the 
Steward  of  the  gifts  put  into  his  hands  by  Cod. 
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The  Chairman  tlu'ii  said  lu-  would  icavf  llu-  lUtails  of  tlio  pro- 
j)oso(l  ])lan  to  the  (^ciithnien  who  would  spt-ak  to  the  KL-solution;-, 
and  calU'd  on  Ceneial  Ivvaiis  to  propose  the-  first. 

'riu-  foUowiuj^  RL'solutioiis  wi'iT  then  siveralh-  put  and  carried, 
without  a  sinj^U-  ilissi  titinj;  voice,  from  aniontj  the  miiny  nicnilicrs 
of  Trinity  Church  there  assend)k<l  ;  indeed,  never  did  this  nnitetl 
conjjjre^ation  act  more  unanimously  than  they  did  on  this  occa- 
sion. The  j^entlenian  who  sjuike  to  the  Resolutions  were  mosi 
happy  in  their  reifiarks,  evidencing'  what  they  j)rofessed,  real  feel- 
in).js  and  genuine  sym|)athy,  which  apj>. /.red  to  strike  a  chord  in 
the  hearts  of  all  l)rc^ent.

Ki'soivfii  I. — That  this  Con,i;rej.;ation,  anxious  to  testify  to  tlie 
affectionate  and  prayerful  care,  the  judicious  a.ssidnity  and  untiring 
zeal  with  which  their  dee])ly  lamented  Pastor,  the  Rev.  Mark  Wil'
